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THE BATTLE OF LOUISIANA 


In Louisiana and Texas the U. §. Army recently completed its greatest 
sham battle. For five days a Red army of Lieutenant General Ben Lear 
locked grips with a Blue army of General Walter Krueger. Three bun- 
dred and fifty thousand men took part. In the end the Reds were 
defeated. 

To cover the battle, LIFE sent two reporter-photographer teams— 
one for each army. They were given khaki uniforms, guns and made 
Jair game for capture. They lived with the troops and ate canned 
rations. Last week LIFE published :leven pages of pictures showing 
the battle. Here LIFE publishes its reporters’ diaries, 


WITH THE RED ARMY 
by JOHN FIELD 


First Day. The war began today at dawn, With Photographer 
Ralph Morse I drove for five hours beside a 35-mile-long convoy of 
Red army tanks, trucks and motorized infantry invading Blue terri- 
tory near Shreveport, La. These forces belong to the First Armored 
Division, best equipped in entire U. S, Yet Blue army planes were 
constantly overhead—bombing the convoy. We seldom saw a plane 
of our own 


Today I went in search of the Red army's “lost 
battalions.” Two battalions of the 41st armored infantry had fought 
their way far into enemy lines. Now they were caught. For convey- 
jack Redding of the Chicago Herald American and 1 had two 
peeps, the three-seater buggies’ that are the Army’s pride. Two 
privates and a licutenant were with us, and among the five of us we 
had three pistols 

Starting cautiously, we drove past Many, La., following a convoy 
of Red half-tracks and trucks, Suddenly the leading half-track 
stopped. The Blues had dynamited the bridge up ahead and no traffic 
could move. For two hours we waited while Red engineers built a 
new bridge. Then we drove on, but soon saw great columns of dust 
approaching. It was another Red column, but in full retreat. The 
Blues were right behind 

We turned and ran, too. But as we raced toward the main high- 
way, a Red car stopped us and told us that the Blues had already 
advanced up the highway and cut off our line of retreat. 


Then began the wildest ride of my life. Of onto bumpy litle 
country roads, paralleling the main roads, our peeps raced at 40 
m.p.h. Nearby cannon boomed and machine guns pop-popped. Sud- 
denly in the dense pine woods ahead, we thought we saw something 
move. We raced our peeps off the road, got out and deployed through 
the woods. The two privates with us were the first to spot the 
enemy. They were advancing on us up the main road and through 
the woods. Crashing and bumping against trees, falling in the mud, 
we raced back to our peeps. 

As the motors roared, the Blues spotted us. ““Bang-bang"” went 
their guns, but nothing hit us and we reached the highway. As we 
raced around the gas station at Fisher, we saw more Blues ahead of 
us. Now we had enemy both in front and back of us. 

The U. S. Army's little peep, however, is a versatile vehicle. Off 
the highway and straight into the woods we went. We did not go 
slowly, picking our way, but darted through the woods like fright- 
ened mosquitoes. Dodging trees, swamps, stumps and gulleys, we 
drove straight through the forest. The peep never stopped or got

We had had virtually 
no sleep for three days. We had 
no food and the mosquitoes 
were vicious. On the way back 
we came to a bridge that was 
blown up. With a roar of racing 
motor and grinding gears, we 
swished our peep into the wa- 
ter. There it stuck with its 
wheels grinding in quicksand. 

For an hour we tried to put 
logs under the wheels but it was 
no use. While I waited in the 
peep, Hutchinson and Redding 
went to find some vehicle to 
pull us our.

Soon it began to rain tor- 
rents.

When we saw one column turn 
into a pasture and prepare to 
cross the Red River at Alex- 
andria in assault boats, we 
went to see for ourselves.

blue armband? We got through 
to Mount Carmel in time to sce 
Blues force Red tanks and in- 
fantry to withdraw. Three army 
sound trucks were playing a 
recording of battle noises simul- 
tancously. The din was terrific 
and the Blue commander later 
told us that he thought Mount 
Carmel was full of enemy tanks 
and guns because of the sound 
track. 

The Blues then advanced 
until there was a dispute be- 
tween the umpires as to wheth- 
er the Blues had enough fire 
superiority to advance. Dur- 
ing a truce called by umpires, 
newsboys and pop salesmer 
immediately appeared even 
though the town isn’t on most 
maps. 


Fourth Day. Tonight at a cross- 
road near Mount Carmel some- 
body suddenly yelled: "A tank's 
coming.” The Blue gun crews 
sprang to the alert, but instead 
of popping the tank as soon as 
they saw it, they waited until 
it was within a few yards and 
then let fly with a blank. The 
tank commander, who prob- 
ably had a headache from the 
out com- 
since he was

plaining 
within 50 yards of the guns 
he had knocked out the gun 


crews. 

During the argument Red 
cavalry surprised the Blues. Be- 
fore the Blues knew what had 
hit them, the umpires ruled the 
crossroad out of action. Just 
then a Red machine gun crew 
rushed up and a sergeant yelled 
to the Blues: “You guys get 
out of the way, you're all 
cither dead, wounded or cap- 
cured." 

Suppose you come over and 
prove it,"” a Blue yelled. The 
Red sergeant started and faced 
off with a Blue sergeant. What 
really prevented a fight was 
that the Blues, while tech- 
nically out of action, far out- 
numbered the Reds present. 


Fifth Day. Going up to the front 
today we passed a sad group of 
Signal Corps men picking up 
wire rendered useless by the 
Blue advance. When we passed 
they still had 20 miles of wire 
to pick up. We also saw in- 
fantry, by now not so chipper, 
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bur marching with great de 
termination. Their faces were 
black with whiskers and dire 
and their eyes were red from 
lack of sleep and dust. On the 
roadside the captured crews of 
18 Red tanks sat silently on 
their tanks and watched the 
Blue infantry pound by. One 
captured Red officer had a lump 
on his head from a stone thrown 
by a Blue. “I'll run over them 
next time I get into a tank,” he 
said 

Others told about Molotov 
cocktails, and blanks from 75's 
at close range. All were bit- 
ter about being put out of ac- 
tion, in some cases by wooden 
guns. 

At about 3:30 p.m. this after- 
noon the war was called off. 
We drove home, noting that 
the advance the Blues had made 
had increased our daily round- 
trip drive from 180 to 350 
miles. First thing we did whea 
we reached the horel was to 
celebrate with a bath and our 
first six-hour sleep in a week.

T vast sprawl of the entire U. S. S. R. is shown on the map at the bot- 
tom of this page. The Trans-Siberian Railway, now being double-tracked,

uniforms and high helmets, and looked just like English bobbies, A 
group of children standing on a pillbox jumped up and down and 
waved as we passed over. 

We weren't exactly sure when we crossed the German frontier be- 
cause the country is much the same except that Germany scems to 
have more trees than Holland.

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“Tally ho! Fighters to port.'* Two Me 109's were coming at us from 
the side. I old the flight to take evasive action, which means sawing 
up and down and taking skidding turns. I could sce cannon shells 
coming between me and the next plane and watched them rip chunks 
out of its wing fabric, The flak was also becoming intense and was 
bursting all around us. The Jerries were apparently firing point-blank 
at us. Icould see flashes from a gun emplacement and was wondering 
what to do about it when one of the chaps went straight for it with 
all three of his front guns going. He silenced it. 

Isaw the leader of the first flight going in over the target so low that 
hewas rightdown between the chimneys and in the smoke and steam 
that were coming from the plant, I realized that we would have to 
get some altitude, otherwise we'd run smack into his explosions, and 
signalled my group to climb to Soo ft. As we went over the target 
I saw red flashes inside the buildings from bombs dropped by planes 
in front of us.

We were over a huge sand pit 
or stone quarry and I took the whole formation, or what was left of 
it, right down into it. We must have gone o ft. below ground level 

But it did fool the 
Huns and when we came back up we had shaken them off. I tried to 
get some kind of closer formation in order to concentrate our fire- 
power and finally managed to get six planes together. One of our 
chaps fell out of formation apparently with engine trouble and we 
saw an Me going for him. He made a beautiful belly landing right i 
a grove of what looked like pine scrub. Then the Me attacked us. My 
rear gunner could not get his guns trained on it because it was dead 
behind us and he could not fire without shooting off our own tail 
The plane beside me was having trouble with its hydraulic gear and 
the gunner couldn't get his turret working. I sideslipped to get a 
better angle and my gunner opened fire. Other planes were also firing. 
We saw the Hun crash and his plane bounce on the ground. The 
maneuver had brought us so low that I heard my observer shout and 
turned just in time to avoid a church steeple.

Our fighters 
seemed to be doing a good job on the Huns because only one peeled 
off to attack us. He went after the front flight from behind and his 
first burst sent one of our chaps into the sea, but those following shot 
down the Me at about the same instant so that both planes crashed 
in the water within a few yards of one another.

U.S. GOVERNMENT FIGHTS 10 PROTECT ITS NEW SOLDIERS

STATEMENT BY U.S. 


In the last ten yeors the U. S. hos made great progress in 
reducing the toll of venereal diseose. Today there is danger 
of this downward trend being reversed. For every time o 


nation mobilizes its army ond starts moss movements of 


human beings, the potentiol menace of syphilis ond gonor- 
thea increases. For the first time in the recruitment of ony 


cormy every man is blood-tested for syphilis and examined 
for gonorthea. Those found by Selective Service to be 
fected ore not accepted but health departments require 
them to undergo treatment. Thus the soldiers ore clean to 
start with and the Army, Novy and Public Health Service ore 
doing oll in their power to keep them free of diseos 

But the job cannot be done successfully unless the people 


the U.S. Army fought two wars in 1917-18: 

one against Germany, the other against vene- 
real disease. The war against Germany it won. 
The war against venereal discase it waged with 
every resource of medicine and morality but, in 
the end, it lost. Most of the citizens of the U. S. 
never felt che defeat because, in the general hush- 
hush thaesurrounded venereal disease, they never 
knew the war was being fought, But the Ameri- 
can Army came out of World War I with a far 
higher syphilis race chan it had when it went in. 
The ex-soldiers went home to spread syphilis 
through communities where it had never existed 
before, and thus to create a graver health prob- 
lem for the entire nation. 

Now another great citizen army has come into 
existence. The Army itself is not yet fighting any 
foreign foe but its Medical Corps is already in 
the thick of the battle against venereal disease. 
Ie faces an enemy that lurks in many new places. 
But it has one great advantage: this time it can 
call the enemy by name and fight it in the open. 

For that it can thank Surgeon General Thomas 
Parran, head of the U. S, Public Health Service, 
who broke down the taboo on mention of vene- 
real discase and brought the words syphilis and 
gonorrhea into polite conversation. Parran’s 
great campaign of the 1930's co end prudery in 
medicine and to treat syphilis as a matter of 
health, not morals, is one of the epics of medical 
history. The Public Health Service opened free- 
treatment clinics all over the country, inspired 
legislation requiring pre-marital syphilis tests in 
most States, and endlessly taught that syphilis 
can be cured. Dr. Parran likes to compare this 
campaign with the fight against cuberculosis, 
which also was once considered a shameful dis- 
ease and which was brought under control by 
bringing it into the open. 

Asa result of Dr. Parran’s work the incidence 
of venereal disease among the civilian population 
has fallen sharply. No one knew how sharply 
until the figures for the new army showed that 
among draftees the venereal rate is only one-sixth 
the rate for recruits in che last war. In the new

of the U. S. realize their responsibility. Every citizen must see 
toit that his own community is cleaned up and kept clean. 
There should be established in every city a clinic for the detec- 
tion and treatment of venereal disease, so that every case 
can be followed back to its source and other possible infec~ 
tions from the same source tracked down. Residents of com- 
munities near Army cams have the special responsibility to 
make sure that the soldiers are given opportunities for 
wholesome recreation ond social lif 

Largely through sound, positive articles in magazines ond 
newspapers can this nation be made aware of its problem 
cond its duty. | believe that this article squarely faces the 
problem and points out the solutions. 


crisis caused by the sudden growth of the Army, 
the Public Health Service and the Army Medical 
Corps have joined their efforts to prevent the 
venereal rate from surging upward again among 
the soldiers. They have set as their goal “*the 
first army in modern history that is free of vene- 
real disease."’ 

The history of syphilis is closely connected 
with armies. Its origin is not known for certain 
but the dominant theory is chat it originated 
among the Indians in the Western Hemisphere 
and that the sailors of Columbus returned from 
the New World with the organism swimming in 
their blood, After this voyage, some of those 
sailors joined the army which King Charles VIII 
was gathering in Spain, In 1494 Charles invaded 
Italy and captured the genial, concupiscent city 
of Naples. Syphilis then razed through the army. 
Soon afterward Charles was defeated and his 
army of French, German, Swiss, Hungarian, 
Polish, Portuguese and Spanish mercenaries weat 
back to their homes, spreading the disease all 
over the Continent. It has raged ever since in 
an unbroken, worldwide epidemic for more than 
400 years. 

In World War I syphilis and its more prevalent 
companion, gonorrhea, curned out to be in some 
respects a worse enemy than the German Army. 
Venereal cases in the fighting forces outnumbered 
the coral casualties—dead, wounded and missing 
—by nearly 160,000. Some 400,000 men were laid 
up for approximately 7,492,000 days, which 
meant that the services of more than 20,600 men 
were lost for a full year. This manpower was 
equivalent to six infantry regiments, It would 
have been sufficient to operate go World War de- 
stroyers and five of the largest aircraft carriers. 
Thus it is easy to see why the Army regards 
syphilis as a dangerous saboteur, and why medi- 
cal officers say that a diseased prostitute receiving 
upward of three dozen customers in a night can 
do far more damage than a 500-Ib. bomb dropped 
squarely in the middle of an Army camp. 

Today, as always, the professional prostitute 
is responsible for practically all venereal disease,

and today, as always, the prostitures are making the most of the op- 
portunities which always attend the building of an army—especially 
a new, young army like the citizen army of the U. S. In every town 
and city convenient to a camp, prostitutes have multiplied. A recent 
national survey by the YMCA showed that the number of known 
houses of prostitution around the camps ranges from zero—in the case 
of Chanute Field at Rantoul, Ill,—to several score in most places. 

The number of “"known houses,”” however, is no longer any index 
to the total number of prostitutes. Gone is the day when ladies of 
ill fame were a class apart, keeping to their own houses and having 
no social contact with the rest of the community. Today the hard 
and fast line between prostitute and non-prostitute has been blurred. 
Great numbers of minor girls are employed as “waitresses,” ““host- 
esses" or “bar girls’ in cheap roadhouses, honky-tonks and the new 
dine-and-dance tents which have mushroomed around the camps. 
Most of these girls start with good intentions, and some no doubt 
hang on to them, but the majority are driven co adopt prostitution 
as a sideline by a combination of starvation wages and bad environ- 
meat. This development, ncedless to say, is encouraged by the girls’ 
employers, since it seems to attract more customers. 


Brothels become motorized 


As the prostitute has changed, so too has her place of business. 
In many cities the brothel and red-light district flourish as of old, 
bur they no longer have a monopoly. Like the Army, the modern 
prostituces believe in mechanization. If police shut down their 
houses or hound them off the pavements, they continue business as 
usual in automobiles, “perambulating houses of prostitution.’” On 
pay nights in some camp towns the motorized girls park in likely 
spots and wait for callers, or drive slowly up and down while keep- 
ing a sharp watch for prospects. The guest then may be driven to a 
resort far beyond the reach of the police. Taxis and rented cars are 
frequently used in this kind of soliciting, and lately an ultra-modern 
note has been struck by the appearance of fleets of trailers. Ac the time 
ofthe YMCA survey, atleast 100 trailer brothels were parked about in 
Hattiesburg, Miss., near Camp Shelby, and there were 75 or so in 
operation at Rolla, Mo., where Camp Leonard Wood is located. 

Realistic Army men have no illusions about abolishing prostitu- 
tion overnight. Like every business, i operates to make money, and 
so long as a profitable market exists it will find ways to serve it. 
As for the dimensions of the market, the Army estimates that 15% 
of its men are incorrigibles. Another 15% are total abstainers, being 
married, engaged, fearful or disinterested. The remaining 70% are 
subject to occasional lapses of virtue, and this group the Army is 
particularly interested in protecting. Realizing that a fairly large 
percentage of men will expose themselves to venereal infection in 
spite of all arguments, medical officers try to impress the old watch- 
word: “If you can’t be good, be careful.”” Through lectures and mo- 
tion pictures, the soldiers are taught the dangers, prevention and 
cure of venereal discase, and are urged to provide themselves with 
the prophylactic tubes which the canteens sell at cost. Aside from 
moral suasion, the Army imposes no restriction or penalty for visit- 
ing brothels, but it lays down strict rules for soldiers after visiting 
brothels. Any man who has visited a prostitute must report as soon 
as possible to an Army prophylaxis station, maintained at every 
post and in all large cities. The time factor is of vital importance 
because during the go-minute period following exposure the pro- 
phylaxis treatment is 99% effective. After that the percentage 
declines rapidly until ten hours later it is probably ineffective. But

the precaution may save them months of tedious and uncomfortable 
doctoring. The soldier out on a tear is apt to be tipsy and after a 
period of carousing he is more than apt to fall asleep. 

Failure to report a venereal infection is a court-martial offense in 
the Army, but many cases probably go unnoticed. To a certain extent 
this is the Army’s fault, since it still invests venereal diseases with a 
burden of guilt and punishment. Regulations provide that patients 
draw no pay while in the hospital and require that lost time be 
made up, with the result chat many soldiers prefer to take a chance 
on court-martialing. The Army hesitates to abolish these penalties, 
for fear of public opinion, but medical authorities insist it would 
give a better chance of catching all infected individuals as carly as 
possible. 


Army seeks to keep vice away from camps 


While the Army tries on the one hand to protect men who have 
been exposed to infection, it seeks on the other hand to remove the 
sources of infection. So far, however, the anti-prostitution campaign 
has not been very effective. The Army has had no authority over 
civilians and has had to appeal for “'co-operation’” from local offi- 
cials to get anything done. If venereal infection turns up in camp, 
the men are urged to tell where they contracted the disease, which 
most of them are willing to do, and then the Army asks the local 
health officers to close the brothels. If no action is forthcoming, the 
Army can go to State authorities, as it did in Florida last spring, 
when State police closed infected houses in Pensacola which catered 
to the Naval Air Station and Fort Barrancas. Finally, as a last resort, 
the commandant can declare a red-light district out-of-bounds, and 
send out military police to patrol it. Bur this has rarely been done. 
It constitutes an invasion of local rights, and creates great resent- 
ment among the citizens. 

Here and there che Atmy has appealed for local “co-operation” 
and has encountered a strange disinclination on the part of politicians 
and others to take action against graft-producing and vote-producing 
vice sections. Usually the towns are cager to help, but haven't the 
means. Small communities are overwhelmed by the sudden influx of 
thousands of soldiers, on the one hand, and scores of dive-keepers, 
pimps’and prostitutes on the other. Furthermore, the outlines of a 
“camp area’’ are shadowy, and embrace numerous, widely separated 
towns with different laws and customs, and often spread across the 
corners of adjacent States. To expect all the communities within 
such an area to act together is to expect too much. A case in point is 
the Fort Benning area. In Columbus, Ga., the nearest town, prosti- 
tution is strictly controlled, and conditions generally are excellent.

Bur directly across the Chattahoochee River from Columbus is 
Phenix City, Ala., a wide-open honky-tonk settlement where vice is 
not merely tolerated but encouraged 

Then, too, many small-town citizens probably worry more about 
the safety of their wives and daughters on Army free days than about 
the effects of prostitution on the enlisted men. In Fayetteville, N.C., 
soldiers from Fort Bragg are ostracized by the ‘decent element" in 
the town, and no nice girl will be seen in public with a soldier. This 
state of affairs is largely traceable to the uncouth conduct of certain 
men who were unable to distinguish between the prostitutes and the 
nice girls in Fayetteville, Recently the State health officer of North 
Carolina has appealed to Federal authorities for aid in cleaning up 
conditions in Fayetteville, which he reports as being beyond local 
control. Here, and in other towns, many well-intentioned folk believe 
that there should be a return to the old-fashioned, legal red-light 
district with imported prostitutes to “protect” respectable local girls. 

The Army, of course, is dead set against this. The professional 
prostitute operating in the relative security of a red-light district can 
receive many more customers than street walkers and consequently 
can infect more men. Regardless of medical supervision, there is no 
such thing as a red-light district free of venereal disease. Dr. R. A. 
Vonderlehr, Assistant Surgeon General in the U. $. Public Health 
Service, recently gave expert testimony on this point, pointing out 
that a prostitute may be infected by a client immediately after a doc- 
tor has given her a clean bill of health. Dr. Vonderlehr recounted 
the experience of a Southern town which established a “‘regulated”” 
area after becoming disgusted with solicitation that was going on. 
The result was that the new district promptly bloomed with 
“more ot less pornographic’ electric signs, and became so notorious 
that customers “‘traveled three or four hundred miles to visit these 
houses.”” "This town may be interested theoretically in controlling 
venereal diseases," the doctor added, “*but, practically, it has only 
succeeded in increasing the opportunities for people to catch the 
venereal diseases." 


Springs of disease are hard to locate 


Whether prostitutes are on the loose, or confined to brothels, it 
often is very difficult to locate the hidden springs of venereal disease. 
Down in El Paso recently, Army doctors assumed that most of the 
venereal cases reporting in camp originated in the unedifying town 
of Juarez, on the Mexican side of the Rio Grande. Juarez was placed 
out-of-bounds for soldiers, but there was no appreciable drop in the 
disease rate, and finally it curned out that a handful of quiet young 
women in El Paso were to blame. Even when Army towns have suc- 
ceeded in driving out their own prostitutes they are apt to be inun- 
dated on pay days with trainloads of girls from nearby cities. When 
the evidence is sufficient, the racketeers who boss these commuters 
(as well as most trailer girls and many of the motorized girls) are 
prosecuted by the FBI under the Mann Act. Indeed, Federal author- 
ities are aiming not so much at the prostitutes themselves, but at the 
men who reap most of the profits from their activities. This means 
an attack on the overlords of the vice rings, and the strict enforce-

ment of wage-and-hour legislation so that girls in cheap juke joints 
will not be driven to prostitution by starvation. Major Bascom 
Johnson, Director of Legal and Social Protection of the Federal Secur- 
ity Agency, sums up the objective in one sentence: “We are going to 
make prostitution an unprofitable racket."" 

Meanwhile, the Army has a powerful weapon available, a bill 
passed by Congress last July which makes it unlawful “to engage in 
prostitution or to aid and abet prostitution or to keep or set up & 
house of ill-fame, brothel, or bawdy house, or to receive any person 
for purposes of lewdness, assignation, or prostitution into any 
vehicle, conveyance, place, structure, or building . . . 
reasonable distance of any military or naval camp . . . as the Secre- 
taries of War and/or Navy shall determine. . . 
fined as much as $1,000, and jailed for a year. The meaning of the 
term “reasonable distance’’ was succinctly defined by Mayor La 
Guardia, one of the witnesses at the Congressional hearings, who 
said: “'L would say a distance on the highway . . . such as co make it 
difficult for a soldier on an ordinary pass to make it and back, and 
then a distance off the highway . . . so as to make the walking dis- 
tance so long that he will lose his enthusiasm by the time he gets 
there." 

In a word, this law empowers the Army to establish zones around 
each camp, within which prostitution becomes a Federal offense 
This is a drastic step, and so far it has not been invoked.

Need for recreational opportunities 


Under this law the Army has all the power it needs to fight prosti~ 
tution directly. It can probably reduce the evil to a minimum in the 
immediate vicinity of the camps, and clean up the places of amuse- 
ment which the soldiers frequent, Bue beyond these repressive 
measures there is need for quite another approach to the problem 
Ways must be found to provide other recreation, congenial surround- 
ings and the companionship of respectable girls for the lonely soldier 
with a day off. 

There is an Army recreational program in all camps designed to fill 
free time with sports, theatricals and so forth. There are, in a few 
camps, the new hostesses of iron-clad respectability, though only 
one to approximately 5,000men. The Army is generous with athletic 
equipment, and in the South it is building half a dozen recreational 
centers where men will be sent for two-week holidays. Lately the 
camp canteens have taken to selling beer at cost in an effort to offset 
the lure of the towns. 

However, the fact is that draftees think of themselves primarily as 
civilians, and when the week's routine is finished they have a natu- 
ral desire to get away from camp and return to civilian ways, at | 
temporarily. It isn’t pleasant or reassuring for a young soldier vo

with. A few towns have tried to break down old anti-soldier preju- 
dices, and welcome the men to dances and other entertainments where 
they meet local girls. Buc in most places civilians look on the sol- 
diers with cold suspicion. Furthermore, even with the best of civil- 
ian goodwill, only a handful of cities can readily absorb and amuse 
thousands of men who suddenly descend for a day, an evening, or a 
weekend. Around Norfolk, Va., for instance, the 350,000 soldiers, 
sailors and defense workers in the Hampton Roads District ournum- 
ber the coral normal population of the area. On free days, soldiers 
and sailors stand five deep for blocks along the main streets. Few can 
fight their way into restaurants and movie theaters, and the filling 
stations have long lines of men waiting to use the toilet facilities. 
Beds are so scarce that hundreds of soldiers travel go miles to Rich- 
mond so that they can sleep away from camp. That is the situation 
in Norfolk, a city of 214,000. The situation is practically indescrib- 
able in tiny communities of, say, 2,500, with no cities nearby, It is 
litele wonder that inhabitants of such communities are fearful of the 
soldiers. Ir is less wonder that many soldiers are thoroughly bored 
and disgusted with their so-called free days, and that through sheer 
loneliness many of them arc forced to buy the friendship of prostitutes. 


The U.S.O. and the public can help 


Fortunately, a start has been made toward ending this demoraliz- 
ing state of affairs. In the past three months the U. S. O. has raised 
over $13,000,000, to pay for the first year's operation of some 350 
service clubs to be built near Army camps throughout the country, 
and at various overseas bases. Only the Government's delay in erect- 
ing the necessary buildings has kept the U. S. O. from putting its pro- 
gram into effect already. The aim is to create attractive places where 
men can read their hometown papers, write letters, bathe, eat reason- 
ably priced meals, entertain their friends, and otherwise enjoy the 
comforts of home. Each U. S. O. Club will be the liaison point be- 
tween soldiers and civilians, and will be the scene of dances, theat- 
ricals, musicales, and what not. In addition, there will be facilities 
for soldiers interested in photography and similar hobbies. Lectures 
are planned and religious services can be held if desired, but the 
U. S. O. is not going to try any uplifting. The purpose is to avoid 
duplicating the YMCA “huts” of the last war, where religious tracts 
were the standard literary offering, and where the price of a hot cup 
of coffee was a 15-minute talk on the virtues of clean living by an 
earnest “Y"' man. The “Y"' men will be in attendance at the U. $.O. 
Clubs, but they are of a new, changed generation, and no longer spe- 
cialize in saving souls. 

So, on many broad fronts, the fight against loneliness, boredom, 
prostitution and syphilis gocs ahead. The peculiar, precious contri- 
bution which civilians can make is the element of warmth and per- 
sonal enthusiasm difficult to simulate in colossal projects. "*Repres- 
sive measures, medical and public-health measures, are not enough,” 
according to Major Bascom Johnson. “Other measures, including 
hospitality, recreation, and the holding out of a welcoming hand to 
these men is the most essential of all the measures the local com- 
munity can put into operation to protect the soldiers and sailors from 
venereal disease.”
